Claim; Bar Enters Protest 


Vancouver. Dec. 81.—Police Mogls* 
tratee W. M. McKay and J. A. Find¬ 
lay to-day commented on the 
rescinding of their appointments by 
the British Columbia government on 
recommendation of Mayor-elect O. O. 
McGeer. K.C.. MPP. 

“I have not been given th # same 
right that I give others who come 
before me there “ Magistrate McKay 
declared. “A man la Innocent until 
found guilty. 

“I cannot gloss over the fact that 
this dismissal came as a terrible 
shock to me. X know I have the 
esteem of the bar. I have always re¬ 
ceived the greatest reepect from it# 
members. During my three years as 
magistrate I have not had to raise 
my voice in reply to any member of 
the bar who has appeared here. 

“The Attorney-Oenerai stated thhr* 
has not been the slightest suspicion 
against me; but It had to be done 
because the new mayor of Vancouver 
wanted It. I hsve nothing to fear. 
My conscience Is clear.” 

DISMISSAL DEMANDED 
Magistrate Findlay charged Mr. Mc- 
Geer directly with responsibility for 
his dismissal. “Mr. McOeer went to 
the government and demanded my 
dismissal," he said.

•sponsion of Bade In nearly all branches of Indus¬ 
trial and mereantu# pursuit, tbe gnat majority of 
business barometers showing material advances over 
1039. There remain anas, soma of Importance. In 
which tbe Improvement Is not pronounced, but they 
are exceptional. Perhaps moat sign meant of all la 
tbe tact that tbe farmers of Canada, on shoes pur¬ 
chasing power so much depends, will reallas from 
their I*** Held dope, according to official ee time tea, 
a total of ssx.oob.ooo, which la # 111 , 000.000 m ex¬ 
cess of tbatr return tn 1*8*. 

If more evidence of our gradual recovery is neces¬ 
sary we may take, for example, the bank clearings for 
the weak ending December 27. These come from 
thirty-two major reporting centres, and of that num¬ 
ber, twenty-seven show substantial gains, while only 
five show light declines. Bank clearings may not 
always prove an accurate barometer of business con- 
ditioos in Canada; but it will be recalled that in the 
summer of 1925 in Victoria they began to increase 
in volume. Good times soon were with us. What 
happened in the years that followed is another matter. 
That axpehence, incidentally, has taught the people 
of this continent—or it ought to have done—e good

1933, and the indications arc that 1935 will record 
still more gains. This is true also of the United 
States, Greet Britain and some of the other British 
Dominions. International commerce also it slowly 
progressing upwerd, although it is still hampered by 
e pernicious system of customs teriffs end other restric¬ 
tions. Happily there ere signs that before long d efi n ite 
steps will be taken to remove these obstacles, particu¬ 
larly on this continent which should exercise an impor¬ 
tant influence upon th* fiscal policies of the other great 
trading nations.
